WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP—

today the Navy has developed 
guided missiles to the point where 
they should be put into the fleet 
immediately, ready for use. 

The Chief of Naval Operations 
explained to the House Armed 
Services Committee that is the 
reasun the Navy wants to spend 
$40,000,000 on coriverting a heavy 
cruiser into a guided missile ship. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, had asked whether Sherman 
felt guided missiles had reached 
a development stage that justified 
spending the $40,000,000. 

“Very definitely,” the admiral 
replied. “We have guided missiles 
which are sufficiently advanced 
that they should be introduced 
into the fleet as soon as possible. 
We are not warranted in delay- 
ing any longer in getting this es- 
sential elements afloat.” , 

Programs Approved. 

After hearing Sherman, the 
Committe approved a $350,000,- 
000 Navy modernization program. 
It includes the conversion of the 
cruiser, modernization of other 
vessels and construction of 112 
ships, among them an atomic- 
powered submarine.

— missile ship would be used 
or. 

“Primarily against 
Sherman replied. 

His statements in combination 
suggested that 4he Navy now has 
in the working state a missile 
which, through electronic or other 
devices, will seek out and destroy

Sherman said the Navy hopes 
to have the “A-powered” subma- 
rine in operation within three 
years after Congress provides the 
funds for it. Since the construc- 
tion program now under consid- 
eration will be financed largely 
from funds for the 1952 fiscal 
year (ending July 1, i952), this 
would be some time after July 1, 
1954. 

The aircraft carrier moderniza- 
tion program involves six carriers 
of the 27,000-ton Essex elass. 
Sherman estimated it would be 
about two years before all six are 
ready for service with the fleet.

Negro voting by requiring pros- 
pective voters to meet educa- 
tional tests. 

The law was described as Gov. 
‘Herman Talmadge’s “pet” meas- 
ure in the 1949 legislature. It 
required a complete re-registra- 
tion of Georgia's 1,200,000 voters. 
This total includes .i20,000 
Negroes. 

On April 17 the Supreme Court 
refused to consider an attack on 
another Georgia election law— 
the state’s county unit system, 
which is somewhat like the na- 
tional electoral college. Its op- 
ponents call it “an instrument of 
Negro disf.anchisement.” 

Turned Down Case. 

The Supreme Court turned 
down that case, saying federal 
courts have no right tc interfere 
‘with the way a state apportions 
‘its voting strength. 

The appeal attacking the re- 
registration law was dismissed 
with the comment that no sub- 
stantial federal question is in- 
| volved. 
| Talmadge said the re-registra- 
‘tion act fulfilled a campaign 
| promise he madeé to end “the evils 
of bloc voting” by Negroes. 

The 1949 law requires a pros- 
pective voter to satisfy registrars 
that he can read any section of 
the constitution of Georgia and 
of the United States. If the ap- 
plicant fails in this, he is given 
a list of 30 questions about gov- 
ernment. He must answer 10.

Order at Western Elec- 
tric Comes About Two 
Hours Before Time Set 
for Picketing Here. 


Striking telephone equipment 
workers abruptly ended their 
week-old, nation-wide walkout 
against the Western Electric Co. 
today and canceled plans to crip- 
ple telephone service by picketing 
telephone buildings in St. Louis 
and elsewhere. 

The back-to-work order was is- 
sued in New York, where union

In the back-to-work settlement, 
Western Electric agreed to rein- 
state the 104 original strikers at 
South Bend, Ind., who walked 
out to support six strikers who 
refused to cross a muddy field to 
work on a television tower. This 
incident and a long-standing wage 
dispute led Division 6 to strike 
two days before a presidential 
— truce ended last Wednes- 

ay.

John Murray (Red) Gould, for- 
mer son-in-law of Mrs. Bono, now 
serving a long robbery sentence 
in a North Carolina prison, re- 
cently has been giving informa- 
tion to federal agents, the Post- 
Dispatch learned. Gould is a safe- 
cracker and bank robber. He had 
been living in Mrs. Bono’s home 
for several months before she was 
murdered. |

Greedy Children 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


With time running out on the pres- 
ent rent control law, the property own- 
ers are beginning to relax their chanted 
chorus of, “We don’t want to jack rents 
up. we just don't want to be restricted.” 

A recent letter to the editor stated, 
“All I want is a 66 per cent raise.” If 
property owners will admit to such in- 
tentions in regard to rént increases, it 
is frightening to think what increases 
may take place if controls lapse. 

It is clear that many real estate 
owners wish to charge what the traffic 
must bear in the face of shortage, and 
not what would be a reasonable profit. 
The present law guarantees the owner 
a 20 per cent to 30 per cent profit from 
the operation of his units. A little cal- 
culation shows that if rentals were in- 
creased only a “reasonable 50 per cent” 
and it would be a blessing if all in- 
creases stopped there—that the land- 
lords would then be reaping an 80 per 
cent to 95 per cent profit from the 
rental of their units. No wonder they 
are fighting so hard to kill rent con- 
trols. 

In reality, most landlords are receiv- 
ing more than a 20-30 per cent profit 
above operating costs. Operating costs 
include decorating costs, and every ten- 
ant knows that decorating has become 
exclusively the responsibility of the 
tenant. | 

Allowing rent controls to lapse at 
this time would be like turning a 
greedy child loose in a candy shop.

One Determined Voice 


_ A grand jury is a fundamental democratic 
agency. It is a device whereby the people can 
investigate laws and government. It speaks 
for the people. 

‘The federal grand jury in Kansas City has 
spoken with determination. It has spoken to 
the Governments of Missouri and ‘of the United 
States. What it says is this: 

1. Gambling is the present basis for crim- 
inal overlordship of Kansas City or any city. 
Kansas City paid $34,500,000. a year in tribute 
to the gambling racketeers. 

2. Crime crosses the boundaries of Kansas 
City or any city. Gambling equipment was 
shipped into Kansas City and its handbooks 
were fed by a national race wire service. 

3. Corruption inevitably accompanies organ- 
ized crime in Kansas City or any city. A for- 
mer county assessor’s office was the center of a 
tax-fixing racket which brought legitimate busi- 
ness to heel for the hoodlums. An assistant 
prosecuting attorney and a county official were 
partners in a vast dice game. 

There is nothing new about these conclusions. 
City crime commissions across the nation have 
emphasized the same points repeatedly. But 
the grand jury’s interim report in Kansas City 
is a remarkable document for other reasons. 

It is remarkable for its detailed picture of 
crime in one city—a picture of national crime 
in miniature. 

It is remarkable for its implications concern- 
ing the Truman Administration. Washington 
ordered the inquiry and sent two special assist- 
ants of the Attorney General to Kansas City 
to conduct it, but then refused to order the FBI 
to investigate the murders of Binaggio and Gar- 
gotta even though the grand jury had intended 
tdindict them. . 

It is remarkable for the contrast it creates 
with the Administration leadership in Congress. 
which has avoided the determined investigation 
of crime proposed by Senator Kefauver, and 
instead has permitted a farcical subcommittee 
inquiry during which racketeers have been 
treated like honored guests. 

The grand jury report is especially unusual 
because it represents a demand by a federal 
body on the State of Missouri. The federal 

.grand jury proposes to turn over its evidence 
to a local grand jury. 

In_ effect, this is a direct challenge to State 
prosecutors and courts to indict those named in 
the report who cannot be touched by federal 
laws. It is a challenge to the State to enforce 
the laws which the federal grand jury says 
have been broken by “terrible lawlessness.” 

Goy. Smith, Attorney General Taylor and 
Prosecuting Attorney Fox In Kansas City now 
have the evidence. It is up to them to see that 
the gambling extortion and corruption is washed 
out of Kansas City. 

Twenty-five days after the Binaggio murder— 
at 716-18 Truman road—a grand jury has finally 
said what law-abiding citizens hoped would be 
said. Indictments should follow thick and fast. 
The jails should open to admit the arrogant 
lords of gambling. 
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Franco Loses Out 

When the State Department announced it 
would ask the United Nations to agree to full 
diplomatic relations with Franco Spain, it was 
clear that efforts to lend or give Franco money 
would follow. They did, in a way that was em- 
barrassing to our foreign policy. } 

Those veteran Francophiles, Senators Mc- 
Carran and Brewster, proposed that the Franco 
dictatorship be included in’ the European Re- 
covery Program, and they also sought a $50,- 
000,000 Export-Import Bank loan for Madrid. 
The Administration had to fight the ERP pro- 
posal, and the Senate fortunately rejected the 
plan by 42 votes to 35. 

If Spain were to be eligible for Marshall 
plan help, other countries in the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation would 
have to agree to admitting Spain to their com- 
munity, The United States would have to exert 
considerable pressure to make them do so. 

First, most of these countries, and Britain 
and France especially, consider Franco no 
friend of theirs, or of democracy. Second, the 
Marshall plan group would fear that aid to 
Spain would mean less aid to themselves: Third, 
these countries fear that if America were to 
bolster Spain, particularly for military purposes, 
then the United States might withdraw its 
troops behind the Pyrenees in case of war and 
leave the rest of Europe open to invaders. 

The little dictator in Madrid is not worth the 
money, and certainly not worth the confusion 
and fear which our aid to him would create 
among trusted Allies. 


27 Days 
On the night of May 27-28, 1947, a safe in the 
Kansas City Election Commissioners’ office was

From 
that day to this, ne agency of the law, not even 
the celebrated FBI, has brought about the arrest 
of the guilty person or persons.

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An Old American Custom 

Since playing hooky in the spring is an old 
American custom, there probably was consider- 
ably less than met the eye behind the demon- 
strations by thousands of school children in New 
York City. Marching on City Hall, milling in 
front of school buildings, even mounted police- 
men riding into the front ranks of child march- 
ers, may not add up to very much. 

But what the students were protesting about 
is important, even if it, too, is just another 
old American custom. The children were 
demonstrating in support of their teachers’ de- 
mand for decent salaries. It was not an en- 
tirely philanthropic gesture. Such extra- 
curricular activities as spring proms and ath- 
letic contests have been canceled because the 
teachers properly are refusing to accept the 
added burden of supervising such affairs until 
they receive adequate pay. 

All this went on in New York, a city which 
spends 40 per cent more on the education of 
its children than does St. Louis. The $196 ex- 
pended per pupil in St. Louis in 1947-48, in 
fact, was $26 below the national average for 

«the 10 largest cities in the United States. 

St. Louis’ 89-cent tax rate for its schools, 
which is to be boosted by a piddling 2 cents, 
places it at the bottom of the list among the 25 
largest cities in Missouri alone, and twenty- 
seventh among the 51 largest cities of the 
United States.

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Idea for Mosinee 

That was a bright idea of the American 
Legion post up in little Mosinee, Wis. Putting 
the paper mill town under simulated Commu- 
nist rule for a day was novel enough to attract 
a great deal of attention.: With a putsch, seizure 
of the city officials by the Reds and establish- 
ment of a concentration camp for all non 
Communists, the stunt was sure to bring in 
reporters, photographers and news reel camera- 
men from just about everywhere except Mos- 
cow. When it developed that Mosinee had two 
reformed ex-Communists to direct the show and 
to serve as commissar and deputy commissar, 
there could be no doubt as to fullest success. 

_ After Mosinee puts through its day of Red rule, 
after it releases its concentration camp victims 
and the last photographer has gone home, the 
townspeople may care to consider another idea. 
Perhaps the Legion Post at Mosinee would like 
to demonstrate democracy at work. Such a 
demonstration would include the public schools 
and town government, which however good, 
doubtless could be greatly improved. It would 


* include Mosinee’s contribution to the adminis- 


tration of its county and its part in the state 
It would include the 
town’s role in the choice of Wisconsin’s mem- 
bers of Congress, among them Senator Joseph 
R. McCarthy. It would include the guarantee of 
equal rights and equal protection of the laws to 
all citizens, regardless of station in life. 

If Mosinee goes in for a demonstration of 
democracy, it will take longer than one day. It 
will be harder than spending the afternoon be- 
hind make-believe barbed wire’ It might not 
attract a single eameraman, but it would mean 
infmmitely more to the people who live there. 
And if Mosinee hesitates,.what about hundreds, 
not to say thousands, of other communities? 
Demonstration of the best can hardly be less 
desirable than demonstration of the worst. 
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_A Very Unbothersome Ghost 


An alleged ghost who is rocking a rocking 
chair at the home of the Floyd Holladays, at 
Muscatine, Ia., is nothing to worry about. It 
has just sat and rocked steadily for 37 days, 
which, far from being startling, should be a 
comfort to watch. Who else can be found 
quietly minding his own business, demanding 
no audience to listen to his pet theories, devot- 
ing himself to single-minded pursuit of his 
chosen activity, and apparently getting uninter- 
rupted contentment from it? Nobody, obvi- 
ously, but the Holladay Ghost. 

A ghost that clanks chains is a nuisance in 
any house. There is no real welcome any- 
where for the supernatural visitor who throws 
open windows with a clatter on stormy, wind- 
swept nights, or goes screaming down hallways 
after the non-ghosts have retired. It is only fair 
to say that the phantom of Muscatine is a 
haunt of a different color. It may, indeed, have 
something worth emulating. 

If a real live person were to sit down and 
cogitate for 37 days without shooting off his 
mouth meantime, he might get up with an idea 
better than the one he had sat down with. And 
that is more than we can say for most cogitators 
nowadays, with the possible exception of a cer- 
tain intangible Iowan. 
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The Real Estate Lobby Tries Again 


The real estate lobby has begun its annual 
parade of self-interest in Congress. The Senate 
Banking Committee is hearing testimony against 
rent controls, and there are only two months 
left for Congress to pass a new rent law. 

Little time should be wasted. Everything 
the National Association of Real Estate Boards 
and its allies have to say has been said before, 
loudly and at length. If rent controls are un- 
necessary, why does the lobby try so hard to 
gain the privilege of increasing rents? 

If so many rental units have been decon- 
trolled that the matter is no longer a national 
problem, as a bankers’ group claims, how is it 
that nearly four times as many units remain 
under controls as the number decontrolled? 

If the housing supply has caught up with 
demand in many places, how about St. Louis 
and many other large cities where this is not so? 

In St. Louis, where the slums are packed, 
where ex-GlIs still live in quonset huts, where 
families are still doubled up, there is an apart- 
ment for rent: $115 a,month; an apartment, 
$175; an efficiency, 2-year lease: $95.50. 

Rent control is meant to permit landlords 
a fair return on their property. Perhaps the 
realty lobby could make a case for a general 
increase in rents. But it is wasting time in 
trying to deny the unpleasant truth of the 
housing shortage, and 38,000,000 people now 
protected by rent control know it. 
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Alabama’s Grab Bag 


In voting for Governor this week, the people 
of Alabama are reaching into just about the 
biggest political grab bag any state has ever seen. 
There are 15 candidates for the office of chief 
executive of the state and since they come from 
all parts of Alabama, the prospect is that each 
will take at least a local following to the polls. 
If the 15 candidates divide up the votes suf- 
ficiently, the two who run first and second, re- 
spectively, together may not poll a majority of 
the votes. Indeed, their combined total may be 
only a third or a quarter of the total number of 
votes cast. That would mean a run-off primary 
later this month between two men refatively 
little favored by the voters.

Battle to oust Communists leaves once vigorous National Maritime 
Union weak and divided, says writer; decline in industry brings 
loss of jobs; officers use strong-arm tactics in crisis, and Com- 
munists exploit both facts while most members are ruled by fear.

On the eve of last Thanksgiving, the 
American Radio Asgociation, CIO, flashed 
a message to the crews of all American 
ships at sea. “Communist revolution in Na- 
tional Maritime Union began Wednesday,” 
it announced. “Come down to defend union 
hall against commie storm troopers... .” 

The message went out after an SOS to 
the radio operators from Joseph Curran, 
president of the CIO 
séamen’s union. 

During the next 
few weeks, the 
union’s modern six- 
story building on 
West Seventeenth 
street was in a state 
of siege. Violence 
broke out intermit- 
tently. When the 
story dropped off the 
front pages, newspa- 
per readers general- 
ly assumed that the 
case was closed. It 
seemed clear-cut:

and failed. 

The sailors first achieved a semblance 
of union organization in 1895, with the 
formation of the International Seamen's 
Union, AFL. But under its rule the aver- 
age seaman’s wage was $55 a month; and 
he was hired either through the hated 
“shape-up” and “piece-off” (hiring done 
from a crowd on the pier for kickbacks 
from wages) or through the “crimp joints” 
(boarding houses that shanghaied men 
onto ships). For years seamen tried to 
get a better deal through the ISU. 


“Bull of the Woods” 


Then, in 1937, an unknown sailor named 
Joe Curran, whose only home ashore was 
a park bench, and whose only proven lead- 
ership assets at the time were murderous 
fists and an impregnable jaw, walked off 
the S.S. California.and “hit the bricks.” 
Thousands of seamen followed him.in a 
genera: sirike that is now glorious in the 
memory of the tnion. 

By the time the next strike occurred in 
1937, the seamen were ready to form the 
NMU. The first-elected president, vari- 
ously referred to as “Ham-head,” “The 
Pope,” and “Bull of the Woods,” was Joe 
Curran. His chief lieutenants were: M. 
Hedley Stone, a small, frost-bitten man 
with a Napoleon complex; Frederick 
“Blackie” Myers, the left wing’s most per- 
sonable and exuberant spokesman; “Silver- 
Tongue” Jack Lawrenson, a brilliant orator 
and tactician; Howard McKenzie, Ferdi- 
nand Smith and Charlie Keith. 

In the years to come, these men were 
to become Communists, ex-Communists, 


Jobs, Not Ideology 


In the first year, a group called the 
“Mariners Club” rode to power on an 


was being done; that beefs were not be- 
ing settled; that quickie strikes to enforce 
contracts were being suppressed on na- 
tional orders. 

Curran declared that the numerous un- 
authorized strikes, the restlessness and 
suspicion, were wholly Communist-in- 
spired. But the New York members, who 
had amply demonstrated their anti-Com- 
munist sentiments, made it clear they did 
not agree with him. 


Curran moved to clamp down. In the 
spring of 1949, he introduced a resolution 
before the national council to deny mem- 
bership in the NMU to: “Any individuals 
who subscribe to, support, or otherwise 
follow a course of action consistent with 
and demonstrating membership in or ad- 
herence to the policy of the Communist 
party or any other similar subversive or 
totalitarian doctrine, and who commit anti- 
union acts such as, but not limited to, par- 
ticipating in, inspiring, uttering, writing 
or distributing untrue, and false state- 
ments against the NMU, its-officers and 
membership.” P 


Curraf? Wins Strength 


The resolution went to a referendum un- 
der supervision of the Honest Ballot As- 
sociation, an independent vote-counting 
outfit. Irregularities in voting were so 
universal that the H.B.A. threw the vote 
out entirely. The resolution was dead un- 
til the September 1949 convention. 

The convention ended with Curran’s 
hand strengthened. The decisions head- 
ing for a membership referendum were 
framed in a broad anti-Communist setting 
which was bound to win agreement from 
the overwhelming majority. 

Curran was now prepared to close in on 
New York. On Sept. 30, he notified Drum- 
mond, the elected port agent, that Vice 
President Hulbert Warner ‘(an ex-Commu- 
nist) was appointed as administrator, with 
full authority, over Drummond and the 
Port of New York. 


On Nov. 9, Drummond preferred charges 
against Curran, accusing him of depriving 
the membership of its fundamental rights 
to elect officers and determine union pol- 
icy. On Nov. 14, Warner fired Drummond. 
At this point, open rioting broke out in 
the union hall. Curran says it was a 
“commie storm trooper” assault. Whether 
or not the Communists organized it, they 
certainly did everything possible to in- 
flame the situation. 


The Inevitable Price? 


On Nov. 17, a federal court ordered 
Curran to stop interfering with Drummond 
in the performance of his functions. That 
night, as Drummond walked onto the plat- 
form of the membership meeting to serve 
Curran with the court order, he was seized, 
on Curran’s orders, ‘and forcibly removed. 

On the morning of Nov. 25, seamen ar- 
riving at the union hall found a cordon of 
police around the building. Identifiable 
anti-Curran men who attempted to enter 
the hall had their membership books 
snatched, and were then beaten up in a 


secure in the Curran faction’s hands. 
This, in bare outline, is the story of the 
Thanksgiving Uprising. Curran’s supporters 
contend that, unfortunately, this is the 
price a union must pay to destroy Com- 
munists.

Between Book Ends 


Freud Revisited 


THE INTERPRETATION OF DREAMS, by Or. 
Freud. (Modern Library, 477 pgs., $1.25.) 
When Dr. Sigmund Freud once was 

asked by his publisher to answer the crit- 

ics who misrepresented his dream theo- 
ries, he replied: “‘The Interpretation of 

Dreams’ has evoked a whole series of new 

contentions and problems which have been 

expounded by the authors in the most va- 
ried fashion. But I cannot discuss these 
works until I have developed the theories 
to which their authors have referred.” 
On re-reading this book after 10 years 
this reviewer was again simply amazed to 
see how many were the distortions of 

Freud's theories shouted from press and 

radio and how great was the ignorance of 

many “experts” interpreting him to a pub- 
lic eager to understand his views. One 
after another the arguments against Dr. 

Freud's theories will crumble as the read- 

er, familiar only with these arguments, 

reads what Dr. Freud’ himself has to say 
on the subject. 


History has already accorded Dr. Freud 
his place and this review need pay him 
no tributes of great- 
ness. But to review 
a book of this scope 
within the aonfines 
of a few hundred 
words imposes cer- 
tain rigors on the 
part of the reviewer, 
indulgence on the 
part of the reader, 
and forgiveness on 
™ the part of the pub- 
é lishers. 
Dreams, according 
to Dr. Freud’s theo- 
ries, — the 
ee ie fulfillment of our 

sigmand Phevd vishes which have 
been denied us during our waking experi- 
ence. These wishes can be conscious or 
unconscious, open or hidden. As a physi- 
cian interested in understanding the sick 
mind, Freud deals mainly with the uncon- 
scious, hidden wish-fulfillments in our 
dreams through which inhibitions are re- 
leased. By making the shorthand language 
of dream symbolism intelligible he gives 
us insight into the unconscious elements 
of the human psyche and opens the vast 
realm leading to the understanding of the 


neuroses. 


In lucid prose, comprehensible to any 
attentive layman, Dr. Freud takes us 
through the labyrinth of dreams and shows 
us how they are made up of manifest and 
latent contents—that which is apparent 
and that which lies hidden behind the ap- 
parent. He shows us how the dream cen- 
sor goes to work in distorting the forbid- 
den wish if it should become all too ob- 
vious to the dreamer who does not want to 
become conscious of those wishes. He ex- 
pounds on the sources and materials of 
dreams, interprets for us the language the 
dream employs to tell its story and final- 
ly weayes the whole together into the 
psychology of the dream process. 


Modern Library is to be congratulated 
for including this important work in its 
famed series for only $1.25. The book 
is complete and unabridged. After 50 years 
it still remains the most authoritative, most 
quoted and best written book on the sub- 
ject.

Sterling Payments Needed. 


There is no use being as- 
tounded because there is a con- 
nection between our aid to 
Britain and Britain's capacity to 
The 
connection exists and it has al- 
ways existed. The British could 
not export to Asia to pay off 
their debts if we did not make 
exports to Britain that Britain 
did not have to pay for. 


Until rather recently—until, as 
a matter of fact, some Americans 
began to take notice of Southern 
Asia—we have lived with the 
simple-minded notion that Britain 
would be better off without these 
sterling balances, and that just 
as we cancelled lend-lease, so 
India, Pakistan and the others 
ought to cancel the sterling bal- 
ances. At the time of the British 
loan everybody in Washington 
thought that that was the answer. 
It just shows how profoundly 
ignorant we all were to expect 
countries which are among the 
very poorest in the world, which 
suffered fearfully in the war. to 
make the same kind of contribu- 
tion to the recovery of Britain 
that we were making. 

The fact of the matter is that 
the British repayment of sterling 
‘balances -to Southern Asia has 
been a great and a necessary 
contribution to the establishment 
‘of India and Pakistan as inde- 
pendent. states. Whatever the 
disadvantages of the operation— 
and there have been many—the 
| condition of non-Communist Asia 
‘would be much worse than it is 
‘if this financial support had not 
| been given. The condition would 
\deteriorate rapidly and danger- 
ously if this support were now 
cut off. The future will be much 
worse than it needs to be if the 
British and the Americans do not 
find a way to continue that sup- 
‘port and to enlarge it somewhat.

RITER-DIRECTOR GEORGE SEATON doesn’t use the 
W epic approach to his film story of the Berlin airlift, “THE 
BIG LIFT,” at the ST. LOUIS THEATER. One is not con- 
stantly reminded by a voice of doom announcer that history 
is being made, that this is big stuff, that 

these flyers are heroes. Rather, he approaches 

it simply, almost casually, but very effective- 

ly, from the point of view of the man in the 

plane cockpit.

One, Montgomery Clift, is a kindly, gullible youth and 
falls hard for -sob stories put forth by a pretty fraulein who 
is trying to use him so she can get to America via the marriage 
route and then divorce him and marry her real sweetheart 
“(who runs a camera shop at 824 Olive street in St. Louis.) He 
ends up a sad and disillusioned boy. The other, Paul Douglas, 
has been embittered by his war-time imprisonment in Ger- 
many ,and finds himself acting like a storm trooper.

The co-feature “BARRICADE,” is a raw, (uncooked and 
indigestible) hunk of Technicolor melodrama featuring Ray- 
mond Massey as a tyrant running a gold mine by using fugi- 
tives from justice as his laborers. It has one unintentionally 

amusing sequence to relieve the tedium—when Dane Clark 
and Ruth Roman, two of the victims who had run away, re- 
turn to the min they find a battle has occurred and the place 
is littered with about 50 bodies, with only Mr. Massey surviv- 
ing. They show such mild surprise at this carnage that Miss 
Roman seems to be restraining herself to keep from yawning. 
Not an excitable girl.

Dessert

éé HAT are we having for 
W dessert?” That’s the 
question that interests 
the boys and girls and often the 
man of the household. Even 
some of the women who | 
that they seldom eat desserts will 
fall when their favorite appears 
on the table. 

Most of us enjoy a sweet touch 
at the end of a meal. It gives a 
feeling of satisfaction. And most 
housekeepers, even if they are 
not enthusiasts about eating des- 
serts, rather enjoy making them. 
“I always feel as if I.have accom- 
plished something when I take a 
pie out of the oven or put it 
intd the refrigerator to chill, or 
finish frosting a cake or 
a pudding,” said one of my 
friends to me the other day. 
She was putting the finishing 
touches upon a pie with a rather 
novel type of filling. The founda- 
tion was lemon jelly made with 
sirup from canned fruit cocktail 
instead of water and sugar. This 
had been allowed to chill until 
partially set. It was then com- 
bined with the fruit, but as there 
was more fruit than gelatin it 
had the appearance of > fruit pie 
in a cornflake shell. Whipped 
cream was passed with it. 

Now that rhubarb is in season, 
you will be making Brown Bettys 
and cobblers as well as rhubarb 
pie which can be so delicious. 
Just remember that it needs a 
great deal of sugar and that the 
crust must be firmly sealed with, 
of course, slashes in the top. 
Otherwise, the sirup may seep 
out and seal the crust to the pan. 
A rhubarb dessert known as 
Crumble which I had recently 
had a little different texture from 
others I have had before. This 
was owing to the rolled oats used 
with the flour in the topping. 
This is best served hot with 


cream. 
Rhubarb Crumble. 
(Filling). 

Four cups rhubarb (cut in l1- 
inch pieces; one cup sugar; one 
tablespoon flour; one-half tea- 
spoon cinnamon; one tablespoon 
water. . 

(Topping). 

Three-fourths cup quick rolled 
oats, uncooked; one-fourth cup 
sifted flour; one-fourth cup 
brown sugar; one-fourth cup 
granulated sugar; one-fourth cup 
melted butter or margarine. 

To prepare filling, place rhu- 
barb in greased shallow baking 
dish. Combine sugar, flour and 
cinnamon. Sprinkle over rhu- 
barb. Add water to prepare top- 
ping, combine dry ingredients. 
Add melted butter or margarine, 
mixing until crumbly. Sprinkle 
crumb mixture over rhubarb. 
Bake in moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.) 20 to 25 minutes. Serve 
hot with cream. Yield: 6 serv 


ings. 
Fruit Cocktail Pie. 

One ehvelope unflavored gela- 
tin; one and one-half cups sirup 
drained from fruit cocktail 
(canned); juice of lemon; one-half 
teaspoon grated orange rind; two 
cups drained fruit cocktail; crumb 
crust; whipped cream. ‘ 

Add gelatin to one-half cup 
fruit cocktail sirup. Set aside. 
Heat remaining one cup sirup to 
boiling point. Add gelatin and 
stir until melted. Cool until gela- 
tin mixture is thick and sirupy. 
Add lemon juice and fruit cock- 
tail. Heap in crumb crust. Chill 
for several hours and serve with 
whipped cream. Yield: six serv- 
ings. | 


For a delicious ice cream sauce, 
mix a half cup each of butter or 
margarine and sugar; add a cup 
of cream and heat to boiling.

OU can do a lot more than 

beautify the landscape this 

summer if you plant a garden. 
Follow my figure consultant's ad- 
vice, and you will be shaping 
your figure as you like it. So, as 
you flip through the seed cata- 
logues, and picture your flowers 
blooming in July, picture your 
new figure blooming right in the 
midst of them! 

Each motion you use while gar- 
dening can be made to tighten 
and tone your muscles. As your 
body firms, your proportions will 
be equalized and lessened at the 
same time. Gardening can even 
help you attain a smooth, lithe, 
erect carriage. 

Since you really have to get 
down to earth for much of your 
gardening, learn how to do it 
properly! Always use a deep knee 
bend. You will get down easily 
and gracefully, if you stand with 
your feet slightly astride and toes 
pointing outward a bit. Then 
squat deeply with your knees 
spread wide apart. 

In additien to toning your hips 
and thighs, this position provides 
a broader base for your balance, 
lessens the strain on your legs 
and back, and prevents all your 
weight from being thrown over 
your arches. No fatigue and no 
foot troubles! 


As you move from place to 
place, always rise to a full, stand- 
ing position before getting down 
again. You'll do your figure more 
good than if you worked out on 
the floor vigorously for a full 
hour—and furthermore, you'll be 
able to garden longer because 
there’s a rest in each stretch. 

Hoeing and raking are excellent 
all-purpose exercises. when per- 
formed rhythmically. Put one foot 
a little ahead of the other and 
bend your knees slightly. Lean 
forward from the hip joint with 
your abdomen pulled in and your 
hips tucked way under. Then, 
with each stroke of the hoe, 
straighten up slightly from the 
hip joint.

EACHERS find it difficult to 

persuade the authorities who 

represent the people of the 
community to spend money on 
the education of the younger 
children. It is always easier to get 
money for the older pupils. The 
high school is always grander, 
with more equipment and better 
teaching facilities and usually the 
teachers havé higher salaries 
than those who teach the younger 
ones. - 

This way of thinking results in 
standing the educational edifice 
on its head instead of squarely 
on its feet, which may explain 
why we are having so much trou- 
ble with the adolescents. Chil- 
dren must be taught the rights 
and wrongs of things early; the 
earlier, the more lasting the in- 
struction will be, and the more 
likely to be put into action. They 
must be taught the elements of 
learning early in their growth. 

| i eee 

THERE IS AN immediacy about 
learning that many of our edu- 
cational and political leaders 
know nothing about, or overlook 
if they do. There is a time in 
every child's life when he can 
learn a subject faster, with more 
understanding and appreciation, 
than at any other time. When we 
present the lessons at the wrong 
time we present backwardness 
and its costliness to the children 
concerned and to the community 
at large. That is why primary. 
teachers must be skilled, experi- 
enced professionals, not half- 
trained or untrained people who 
must find a way of earning a liv- 
ing and think teaching little 
children an easy way. It is no 
easy way, and the community 
that permits any such process is 
cheating itself of its future.

READING IS ONE of the most 
important subjects in the curric- 
ulum. It must be taught in the 
right way, at the right time, or 
the pupils will not read as they 
should. A defect in reading 
means failure in the upper classes 
of the elementary schools and 
high schools, a very costly fail- 
ure in terms of money and of 
pupils’ progress. We hear of 
school systems organizing classes 
for remedial reading all the 
way from the third grade in the 
elementary grades to the ‘high 
school. 

Whole classes of children defi- 
cient in reading. Imagine that. If 
those children had been properly 
taught in the first year of ele- 
mentary school they would not 
have carried a reading deficiency 
up through the grades. 

That means: If the teachers in 
the first grades are highly trained, 
highly skilled professionals, they 
can teach children to read so that 
there will be only rare failures— 
those with physical or mental de- 
ficiencies—never whole classes. 

The place of beginning for edu- 
cational workers, authorities, 
parents of school children, is in 
the first years. Attend to that 
and the high school will not have 
so much trouble. And the cost 
will be less.

He Does 


Diamond Cutting in Public 


Paul Vani Eeckhoven, Here With ‘Court of Jewels,’ Finds Women Invariably Ask About Own Rings

AUL VAN EECKHOVEN 

holds a sure-fire fascination 

for nearly every well-dressed 
woman he meets. Before he has 
a chance to utter a word they in- 
variably extend a well-manicured 
hand in his direction and purr: 
“Would you mind taking a look 
at my ring, please? I know it’s a 
little dirty, but...” 

A ladies’ man on the prowl 
might make capital of such an 
invitation, but Van Eeckhoven is 


a conservative, childless widower | 


and no gigolo. He b<ppens to be 
the only craftsman known to 
make a living as public demon- 
strator of one of the most exact- 
ing operations still perfo d by 
human hands: cutting diamonds. 

And so, like the Old World 
cavalier he is, he takes.the ladies’ 
diamonds, polishes them gently 
with a special chemical he keeps 
handy for the purpose, and pa- 
tiently answers every foolish 
question propounded to him ex- 
cept those about a stone’s value, 
which professional ethics forbids 
him to disclose. 

“Generally they want to know 
what happens to the chips I pol- 
ish off when I cut a stone,” the 
Belgian-born gem expert said~ at 
the Union Electric Building where 
he is doing his stuff at the “Court 
of Jewels,” a $10,000,000 jewel 
collection on view for the benefit 
of the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis. 

“I tell ‘em there aren’t any 
chips,” he explains, “just black 
soot and it goes with the wind. 
Look here.” He showed us an in- 
strument called a dop, which 
holds a stone when he works on 
it. It was tarnished by black dirt 
—the common carbon of which all 
diamonds are formed by a 
process never yet fully under- 
stood. 

A small, well-preserved man of 
60, Van Eéckhoven has for nearly 
45. years been a member in good 
standing of orfe of the most ex- 
clusive labor organizations on 
earth, the Diamond Workers’ Pro- 
tective Union, A. F.. of L. Its 
rank-and-filers may draw as much 
as $350 for a 35-hour week, based 
on the average speed and quality 
of their output. 

The union had only about 600 
members when Van Eeckhoven 
became an apprentice diamond 
cutter in 1906. In those days the 
business was closed to “outsiders” 
and outsiders were all who weren’t 
sons or close relatives of dia- 
cpginine wee families. If you

were a first cousin of a cutter 
you might make the grade. A sec- 
ond cousin probably wouldn't.

HE traveling diamond cutter 
Twitn the “Court of Jewels” had 

no difficulty along this line. He 
is a third generation diamond 
man, his father having put in a 
full day’s work until he retired 
at 79. Paul Van Eeckhoven came 
to New York from Antwerp when 
he was 5. Antwerp and Amster- 
dam were the diamond-cutting 
capitals, and they still are. But 
New York was growing up as a 
gem center. 

Quitting school in the seventh 
grade, Paul went to work as a 
$3-a-week cash boy in a depart- 
ment store. “I guess they don’t 
have cash boys any more,” he 
says. *““I used to lug merchandise 
around after a sale was made and 
wrap it up for the customers.” 


At 17 he began his two-year- 
apprenticeship in a diamond man- 
ufacturing firm. For more than 
a month he and four other eligible 
youngsters sat behind the work 
benches of the veteran workers 
and watched wordlessly as the 
oldsters took each bit of dirty 
pebble and polished the standard 
58 light-reflecting facets into the 
hardest substance known to man. 

For six months Paul worked 
without wages. Then he drew the 
normal $5 a week with steady 
raises until, by the third year, he 
made $24 a weék and knew every 
wrinkle of the trade. Apprentices. 
he recalls, would work on actual 
small stones, and every once in a 
while a youngster would hit that 
bugaboo of the diamond cutter, 
an invisible air bubble that can 
ruin the most perfect-appearing 
stone by causing an inclusion, or 
crack.

‘Volts’ and ‘Voltage.’ 


NE of our readers inquires 
QD io: the origin of “volt” and 

“voltage” as these words are 
used to characterize the battery 
in the radio or the automobile. 

The origin’ of this word is 
doubtless of general interest. For 
its connotation as an electrical 
term we shall introduce the dic- 
tionary definition, an extent to 
which all the readers of this col- 
umn will be willing to go along. 

Thus: A “volt” is “The unit of 
electro-motive force—defined by 
the International Electrical Con- 
gress in 1893.” The entire defi- 
nition is available to those who 
want to know more than the 
“volt” names a unit of electric 
torce. 

Now as to the term’s origin, 
this is from the name of Count 
Alessandro Volta, the celebrated 
Italian physicist of the eighteenth 
and early nineteenth century, who 
invented the voltaic battery. 
Count Volta was not one who la- 
bored in obscurity, to be recog- 
nized only after his death; his 
work in physics and chemistry 
was known all over the world. 
Among the scientists who con- 
ferredewith him on their common 
interests was our own Benjamin 
Franklin, whom he met in Paris 
in 1872. 

At one time his experiments in 
electricity clashed with certain 
ideas of Galvani, another great 
scientist of his time, but Volta’s 
theories stood the test of time, 
surviving to the boundaries of 
modern science. His discovery of 
what is called the voltaic cell is 
commemorated in “volts” and 
“voltage” now common words in

T Lake Success on Friday

When he took on the demon- 
strating job, curiously enough, he 
had to start learning all about 
diamonds. Like most workmen 
who stick close to their last he 
never cared much about its ro- 
mance. He knew that fully 96 
per cent of all good diamonds 
come from South Africa but 
hadn't heard before that diamond 
cutting goes back to 1300 A.D., 
though nobody seems to have 
been able to discover just how 
they did such exacting work in 
those days. 

A little prodding revealed that 
Van Eeckhovens has long had an 
ambition to travel to South Afri- 
ca and see the steaming pits far 
below the surface of the earth 
where native laborers dig out the 
stones Re fashions (it takes 23 
tons of mined material to yield 
a half-carat of finished product). 
By now he has sort of given up 
this globe-trotting project. It 
seems that any number of Amer- 
ican diamond cutters made the 
trip, hoping to find better jobs 
closer to the mines, but every one 
of them, Van Eeckhoven says, 
came back home before long. 


The tools of his trade are de- 
ceptively simple. He works at 
a table that looks like a record 
player. The revolving wheel fur- 
nishes the motion needed for 
grinding. The wheel is of cast 
iron, which is porous, and into 
the tiny - opening is poured dia- 
mond dust as fine as talcum pow- 
der. The dust is mixed with a 
dash of olive oil. 

Like any polished performer. 
Van Eeckhoven hes workec out a 
repertoire of snappy answers for 
the questions that recur wherever 
he is put on display. When he 
finds a flaw in someodne’s dia- 
monds, he'll simply say that “na- 
ture just didn’t de a good job.”

West put down the ace of dia- 
monds, and wher East played the 
seven, continuing the suit, thus 
beating the slam contract before 
South could draw a full breath. 
(Not that the lead made much 
difference, since South always 
would have nad to surrender two 
tricks.) 

Defending his own slam bid. 
South said that he had hoped 
North’s announced ace would be 
in diamonds, thereby giving him, 
at worst, a finesse for the slam: 
or that, if North happened to hold 
the heart ace, he would also sup- 
ply the diamond king. South said 
that it was verv unlucky that so 
much “duplication” had existed 
in North's ace-king of hearts. 

This, undoubtedly, was a sound 
lament—but if South had conduct- 
ed the proper slam investigation, 
there would have been no need 
for tears.

South was interested in North’s 
aces, quantitatively, only if North 
had two aces: if he had only one, 
the baffling problem would arise, 
which one?

DEAR FRIENDS 
AND GENTLE HEARTS: 

F all the stories of strange 

and beautiful happenings in 

our own times, one stands 
out in my mind with ever- 
increasing meaning. I first 
came upon it, as told by Mar- 
garet Lee Runbeck in her in- 
spiring book published by 
Houghton, Mifflin and called 
“The Great Answer.” Later in 
Lourdes and in nearby towns 
of the Basque country, I heard 
it told again and again. 

It began at a small town not 
far from the Spanish border. 
Lodged in the boarding houses 
of the village were many refu- 
gees, men and women fleeing 
from the German secret police 
who were following the Nazi 
armies into France. 
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AMONG THE REFUGEES 
was a young mother and her 
little girl, not more than four 
years old. Like all the other 
refugees, this mother’s one idea 
was to get across the frontier 
into Spain, where she could 
board a ship and get safely to 
America. Otherwise, soon 
enough, the Gestapo would find 
her and she and her child 
would be thrown into a concen- 
tration camp, perhaps mur- 
dered. 

Now it looked as if, having 
walked hundreds of miles to get 
thus far, mother and child were 
to fail, even though within 
sight of freedom. The Spanish 
guards .were stubborn. They 
were not letting refugees pass 
through. And rumors were fly- 
ing about that the secret police 
would soon arrive, and then 
every stranger in the boarding 
houses must prove himself or 
become a prisoner. 

It is not strange then, that 
the mother clasped her child to 
her bosom, while she prayed 
for deliverance to the God of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. 
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YOU MAY THINK it was a 
coincidence; nevertheless, there 
came to this woman’s room 
next day a singular man on a 
secret errand. 

“I’m a guide from the under- 
ground,” he confided. “In the 
dark of the moon I lead parties 
of refugees over the mountains 
and down into Spain. It is a 
long and difficult trail but God 
will help.” 

That night, when the town 
was asleep, mother and child 
set out walking together to a 
rendezvous, somewhere up the 
mountainside. But the child 
soon tired and the mother had 
to carry her. She was panting 
with exhaustion when she came 
to the appointed place. 

There she found an appre- 
hensive company; old men and 
women, middle aged and young; 
all waiting to be guided up 
and over the mountain, down to 


safety and freedom. The leader * 


was telling them to trust to 
God in this desperate attempt. 


All welcomed the mother and 
daughter, and at once the 
young and middle aged men 
volunteered to take turns in 
carrying the lady’s child. Then 
they started upward.

AS THEY TOILED higher 
and ever higher, the strain be- 
gan to tell. Finally, the oldest, 


frailest man among them ga

and sank to the ground. “Don't 

mind me. Leave me here to 

die. Save yourselves.” 

But the leader stood over 
— sterr and yet compassion- 
ate. 

“You're not dead yet,” he 
said. “We must all help each 
other. Whatever strength you 
have left belongs to all of us. 
With your last ounce of 
strength help us carry the lady's 
child—until you die.” 
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THREE TIMES on that dread- 
ful expedition, one after an- 
other, three older men gave up. 
And each time the leader in- 
sisted that the exhausted old 
man use his last drop of en- 
ergy to carry the child. When 
the morning light appeared, and 
they had crossed the heights 
and come down past the border- 
line into another country, 
everyone of the party that had 
set out together was alive, 
everyone well. 

The three old men who had 
carried the lady’s child had 
found new strength, new life, 
and were ready to face a new 
world of freedom. 

Surely, for the riddle of life, 
here is the great answer. 


Chicken Tabasco 
One-half pound dressed broiler, 
one-half lime, one teaspoon salt, 
two tablespoons melted butter,

Raise broiler 
to four inches from heat and turn 
occasionally to insure even 
browning. A two-pound dressed 
weight chicken will require about 
35 minutes. To serve, sprinkle 
with chopped parsley. Yield: Two 
servings.
